One statement is that each 
item ofinformaiion in an information disclosure statement was cited in a search report front a patent office outside 
the U.S. noi more than three months prior to the fling date of the statement. Under this certification, it would not 
matter whether any individual with a duty actually knew about any of the information cited before receiving the scorch 
report. In the alternative, the certification could state that no item of information contained in the informal ion 
disclosure statement was cited in a communication from a foreign patent office in a counterpart foreign application 
or, to the knowledge of the person signing the certification after making reasonable inquiiy, was known to any 
individual having a duty to disclose more than three months prior to the fling of the statement. " Notice of January

NOTE: "The phrase 'after making reasonable inquiry' makes it clear that the individual making the certification 
has a duty to make reasonable inquity regarding the facts that are being certified. The certification can be 
made by a registered practitioner who represents a foreign client and who relies on statements made by the 
foreign client as to the date the information first became known. A registered practitioner who receives 
information from a client without being informed whether the information was known for more than three 
months, however, cannot make the certification without making reasonable inquiry. For example, if an 
inventor gave a publication to the attorney prosecuting an application with the intent that it be cited to the 
Offiice, the attorney should inquire as to when that inventor became aware of the publication and should 
not submit a certification under 37 C.F.R. 1.97(e)(2) to the Office until a satisfactory^ response is received.
